The “own children” method of measuring current fertility, developed by Wilson 
Grabill and Lee Jay Cho, is shown to be a powerful tool for the study of fertility 
differentials. Using this technique, a special retabulation of the 1960 census materials 
on “own children” was performed, and the results are presented in this volume. 
Comparable data are introduced from the censuses of 1910, 1940, and 1950 to per¬ 
mit a study of trends. A full exposition of the methodology is presented. 

This book destroys many current stereotypes about fertility differentials in the 
U.S. and reveals others not widely known. It is a benchmark for the study of fertility 
during the 1970’s.
